| LICENSE EARLY “*"* 


Ordered to Pay For 
Accident 

Handing down a majority jude- 
ment in an automobile insurance 
case which will probably make 
legal history in Canada, and which 
is regarded as one of the most im- 
portant insurance cases ever tried 
in the Dominion, the Apjellate Div 
ision of the Supreme Court of Al- 
berta on Friday reversed a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Ives on two 
cases which aroused considerable 
interest at the time they were heard 
in which John “Red” Beattie, well 
known hockey star was involved. 

By Friday's decision Beattie 1s 
given a judgment of & and costs 
against the U. S. Fidelity and 
Guarantee Company and the Home 
Insurance Company, and Lena Lin- 
dal, who was riding in Beattie’s 
auto at the time of the accident, 
secures judgment against the same 
companies for $1636.45 and costs in 
all cases 

The accident from which the 
cases arise took place on Jasper 
avenue about 1:15 a.m. on March 15. 
1932, when Beattie, who was driv- | 
ing the car in which Miss Lindai 
and a man named Swerdferger were 
riding, tried to pass another car 
and ran into a light standard in the 
middle of the street

Beattie, but had written him to the} 
effect that this defence did not car- 
ry any renouncement of their rights | 
under the policy if it was proved 
that he had been intoxicated at the | 
time of the accident, and also re- 
served the right to repudiate re- 
sponsibility under the policies car- 
ried after judgment had been given

later sought legal advice himself} 
for his own protection, and during | 
legal argument before the appeal) 
court the stand was taken by his/ 
attorneys that for the companies 
to maintain that they were not; 
liable and at the same time to in- 
sist on their right to defend the 
actions brought against Beattic, was 
taking two positions absolutely an- 
tagonistic to and inconsistent with | 
each other. | 

The stand taken by the insurance ; 
companies was that they were not! 
liable, as Beattie was intoxicated | 
and that Miss Lindal knew of his 
condition and accepted it, but the} 
judgment handed down on Friday | 
points out that driving while un- 
der the influence of liquor is 
crime, but that Beattie had not 
been convicted of any such charge 
It is also pointed out that the evi- 
dence in fact, showed that the po-| 
lice officers who investigated the 
crash had Beattie examined by 
their own doctor to ascertain. whe- 
ther a criminal charge should be 
Jaid, and that the doctor swore} 
that less than an hour after the ac- 
cident, when he examined Beattie, 
the latter was sober and that no 
charge was laid | 


LENGTHY JUDGMENT 

The judgment, which cites num- 
erous cases in which insurance poli- 
cies had been involved, is very 
lengthy, running to 28 pages of 
typewritten foolscap. It was writ-| 
ten by Chief Justice Horace Har- 
vey and concurred in by Mr. Jus-| 
tice Lunney and Mr. Justice Mit- 
chell |
